Retooling education 

Once thought to be 
a near impossible task, 
the notion that we can 
and must change our 
education system is gain- 
ing momentum. But it 
shouldn’t be changed sim- 
ply for the sake of change. There must be a 
meaningful purpose to change. 

Recently, the New Hampshire Center for 
Public Policy Studies published a paper out- 
lining the economic challenges of our state. 
Many good New Hampshire companies are 
struggling to find the workers that they need to 
grow. Furthermore, that lack of a workforce- 
ready environment is a deterrent to attracting 
other good companies to New Hampshire. 
Making matters worse, many of our young 
people are leaving the state because they 
can’t find the jobs that they want. Something 
is very wrong. 

It’s clear that our education system, as cur- 
rently configured, isn’t meeting the needs of 
our workforce. In fact, it was never designed 
to do so. For the most part, the education 
world did its thing with little regard or con- 
tact with the business world. It assumed that 
if students could read, write, calculate and 
communicate, students would be equipped 
to find their path. While in many senses 
that still holds true, there are significant dis- 
connections that are already having serious 
short- and potentially long-term impacts on 
our state’s economy. Unless corrected, this 
problem will impact the quality of life in our 
state. 

More than ever, business and education 
need to be joined at the hip to ensure that the 
education our students are receiving will put 
them in a position to pursue not only their 
passions and dreams, but the jobs that will 
actually be available. The good news is that, 
I believe, the parties on both ends, education 
and business, are understanding this more 
than ever. 

I meet with Manchester Superintendent 
Dr. Debra Livingston fairly regularly. Last 
week, we met with the high school princi- 
pals. There seems to be agreement that we 
need to connect student interest to community 
opportunities, especially, in great Manchester 
companies like Dyn, SilverTech and Newfor- 
ma. These companies are stepping to the plate 
with projects like STEAM Ahead, and the 
1,000 Mentors for Manchester project. More 
and more our students will be embedded in 
business facilities around the city, learning in 
hands-on, real-world environments the skills 
that they need to meet the workforce demands 
of our region and their futures. 

It’s very exciting! The winds of change in 
education are blowing in Manchester.

Curbing gang violence 

Manehester Poliee Chief David 
J. Mara held a press eonferenee 
Dee. 8 to tout the eity’s latest ini- 
tiative aimed at eombating gang 
violenee and gun-related erimes, 
aeeording to a press release. The 
three part initiative — Awareness, 
Deterrenee and Outreaeh — has 
aided the sueeess of the program, 
whieh is a multi-ageney effort, 
and has been ongoing sinee July. 
Gun-related violenee from Jan- 
uary to July was up 40 pereent, 
but that has sinee been redueed 
by 2 1 pereent. Additionally, other 
drops in erime inelude homieide 
by 40 pereent, foreible rape by 32 
pereent, robbery by 18 pereent, 
burglary by 19 pereent and arson 
by 55 pereent. Aggravated assault 
remained the same, and auto theft 
went up by 2 pereent during this 
time frame, aeeording to a press 
release. A successful prosecution 
as a result of these efforts came on 
Dec. 4. 

Bike rage 

A bike ride ended in a stabbing 
in Manchester Dec. 5. Samantha 
Foss, 24, was arraigned Dec. 8 after 
being arrested on felony charges for 
allegedly stabbing two women in an 
effort, she claimed, to defend her 
girlfriend, WMUR reported. 


Foss and her girlfriend were bik- 
ing north on Ashland Street when 
a white SUV with a mother and 
daughter inside approached from 
the south. According to police 
reports, the women allegedly 
exchanged angry words before the 
SUV turned around and followed 
the bicycles, WMUR reported. A 
fight broke out, and, according to 
court documents, police said Foss 
told them that two women were 
attacking her girlfriend, so she 
stabbed them with a 3 -inch fold- 
ing knife in the arm and in the 
back of the neck to make them 
stop. According to WMUR, both 
women in the SUV were treated 
for their injuries at Elliot Hos- 
pital. Foss’s attorney, Mariana 
Dominguez, told the court Foss 
has “extensive ties to the commu- 
nity and a short criminal record.” 
Bail was set at $50,000, and Foss 
is due back in court Dec. 18, 
WMUR reported. 

44,489 pounds of food 

An anonymous donor from Ray- 
mond recently purchased 9,420 
boxes of spaghetti, 8,280 jars of 
assorted pasta sauces, 14,904 cans 
of vegetables and 3,740 boxes of 
shredded wheat from Hannaford 
during the store’s “Buy One, Give 
One” promotion, according to a 
press release. The nearly $30,000 
worth of food will be given to the 
New Hampshire Food Bank, and 
Hannaford will match that donation 
— 44,489 pounds of food — and 
will send it to the Food Bank in 
January. 

Swatting’ victim 

Police handcuffed Jeffrey Mitch- 
ell and took him in on Dec. 3 after 
someone made a false report claim- 
ing to be Mitchell, demanding 
money from police and saying he 
had three bombs and an assault rifle, 
according to WMUR. Mitchell was 
at his Grand Avenue house when a 
SWAT team came and took him in. 
As a result of the false report, sever- 
al nearby roads were closed down 
and the Boys & Girls Club was shut 
down for about two hours, WMUR 
reported. Making a false report 
regarding explosives is a Class B 
felony, punishable by up to seven 
years in prison. Anyone with infor- 
mation is urged to contact Nashua 
Police. 


Plow trucks stolen 

Manchester Police are seeking 
public assistance in locating three 
plow trucks, belonging to Morin 
Landscaping. The trucks were 
stolen Dec. 1 and Dec. 2, accord- 
ing to a press release. The value 
of the trucks totals $150,000, and 
the owner, Tom Morin, is offering 
a $5,000 reward. The three plow 
trucks are green with white roofs 
with a Morin’s Landscaping logo 
on the doors. They are GMC Sier- 
ra 3500 regular cab, fiat body bed 
with dual real tires, according to 
the press release. Of the trucks, 
two are 2010s with a stainless 
steel V- style plow attached to the 
front, with the numbers 47 and 57 
on them. The third truck is a 2008, 
with a yellow Fischer XLS plow, 
and the number 19 on the cab. The 
trucks were stolen from a storage 
location off of Front Street. Any- 
one with information can contact 
Detective Paul Fraitzl at 792- 
5566 or leave an anonymous tip at 
624-4040. 

Flu cases up 

The Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention issued a 
health advisory on Dec. 3, not- 
ing influenza A (H3N2) is the 
most frequently reported strain 
of the flu this year and has been 
registered in almost all states. 
According to the advisory, H3N2 
has a “higher overall and age- 
specific hospitalization rates 
have been observed, especially 
among older people, very young 
children, and persons with cer- 
tain chronic medical conditions,” 
compared to other flu types. The 
release stated that 52 percent of 


H3N2 cases this year have been 
“antigenically drifted,” which 
means vaccines tend to be less 
effective. “However, vaccina- 
tion has been found to provide 
some protection against drift- 
ed viruses. Though reduced, this 
cross-protection might reduce 
the likelihood of severe out- 
comes such as hospitalization 
and death,” the advisory noted. 


Toddler case a homicide 

The death of a 3 -year- old Nash- 
ua girl, who died on Nov. 25, has 
been ruled a homicide by blunt 
force trauma, according to a 
WMUR report. Brielle Gage was 
pronounced dead at Southern New 
Hampshire Medical Center after 
authorities to responded to 14 
Oak St. for a medical emergency, 
WMUR reported. Police continue 
to investigate the case. B

Running on batteries 

Is solar power a viable option when the grid goes down?

Some 300,000 Granite Staters lost pow- 
er at some point during the Thanksgiving 
snowstorm, ineluding Dennis and Elizabeth 
Hager’s neighbors — but the Hagers them- 
selves never did. 

The Hagers (Elizabeth is the former 
mayor of Coneord) keep a suite at the End- 
ieott Hotel in Coneord, but with the hotel 
having lost power, they retreated to New 


Hampton, where they have a home off the 
grid. It has 12 solar panels, along with 12 
gel batteries, whieh ean run all the essen- 
tials. Dennis Hager said he has no problem 
running a dishwasher, eomputer and lights. 

“It’s fine if you don’t leave all the lights 
on,” he said. 

Dennis Hager used to have batter- 
ies with distilled water in them, whieh he 
would have to frequently refill. Now he has 
switehed to gel batteries — think hair gel, 
he said — and they are no-maintenanee. It’s 


just the seeond set of batteries in 20 years 
for the eouple who uses the home nine 
months out of the year. 

“It gets easier and easier to go solar 
beeause the panels get eheaper and better. 
As far as I’m eoneemed, if we have sun- 
shine where we live we should have solar 
beeause it’s environmentally elean and 
renewable,” Dennis Hager said. “Going 
with this solar system has made me quite 
the believer in solar as a souree of power.” 

But not all homes with alternative ener-

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hours of power since they were installed in 
February. 

“I love the solar 
panels. I got a 
ground mount in 
there, and it’s a rug- 
ged one,” Pond said. 

But his solar array 
is grid-tied. 

“I still lose power 
because I don’t have 
batteries. Any extra 
hours [generated], 
they bank them,” he 
said. 

Pond is now 
weighing the option 
and cost of a battery versus a small gener- 
ator. He’s also researching factors like how 
long the batteries would last and whether 
they are difficult to dispose of 

Dann Batting of Chester only lost power 
briefly during the Thanksgiving storm. His 


solar array was installed in 2011 and pro- 
vides power just to 
his home office. 

“It’s a grid- tied 
system, so if I lose 
the grid, [solar] gen- 
erates, but I can’t 
use it,” he said. 

Since he’s only 
using the solar pow- 
er for one room in 
his house. Batting 
said he didn’t see 
the need for an ener- 
gy storage system. 

“It would be ben- 
eficial if I could, 
but [buying a battery backup] was not that 
important,” he said.

So you want to live on the water? Cynthia and Warren Billings, originally from 
Concord, are doing exactly that. Literally, on the water, in a floating bungalow, 
down in Lake Monroe, Florida. Cynthia recently took some time to discuss their 
Floating Bungalows business. 


Whose idea was the floating 
^ bungalow? 

0 My husband was the one who 
really eame up with the idea, when 
we were sitting in New Hampshire in a very 
large home. We were thinking about different 
applieations of living more simply and really 
began thinking about simplifying our life. . . . 
[That was about] two years ago, and it’s tak- 
en us that long to kind of pull it together and 
build it. She just launehed [in November]. 

Was it difficult to establish the business? 

Everything was a proeess beeause noth- 
ing had been done quite like that. The barge 
had to be eommissioned speeifieally for the 
house, and all the deeisions had to be made 
with it being a boat, as well as a home. 

What is the best part? 

The best part about it is, when you sit on 
the poreh and the water surrounds you. There 
is nothing like water to ground you. 

What has been the most challenging 
aspect so far? 

The most ehallenging was, hmm, every- 
thing required so mueh researeh. All of the 
weight and balanee ealeulations, making sure 
her eenter of gravity was eorreet. All the deei- 
sions, where do you put a washer and dryer 
and a refrigerator and where you would use it, 
along with the balaneing of the boat. 

Why didn H you just buy a condo? 

Well, we really wanted to be on the water. 
When we looked at condo options or oth- 
er kinds of options in Florida, it was a very 
expensive way to sustain life. Condo fees 
were high, and we didn’t feel like we were on 
the water even if you could look at it from the 
condo. We wanted to live really simply and be 
on the water in a way condos couldn’t give to 
us. Marina fees, it’s just such a crazy, cheap 
way to live on the water. For less than $350 a 
month you have your slip fee, your water, your 
electricity, your plumbing and your WiFi. 

Do you still own a home in New Hampshire? 

We do not right now. Our hope is to spend

summers in New Hampshire and winters 
down here, but while we were building here, 
that wasn’t really an option. . . . We plan to 
live on the floating home all except for July 
and August, when we would like to be back 
in New Hampshire. 

What happens in bad weather? 

We stay docked to the marina. She is built 
expecting bad weather. The marina we are at 
did not have any boat damage in the last three 
hurricanes. It’s kind of part of Florida life, 
hurricanes and such, but she is built sturdy. 

Can you feel the house moving? 

Not really, but it’s a really gentle feeling 
of being on the water. You can feel a gentle 
rocking when it’s windy. 

How much work do you put in each week 
into running Floating Bungalows? 

Right now, we’ve just launched the first 
one. We will not be putting any more into 
production until this one sells. It’s pretty calm 
right now. We are just sitting back and enjoy- 
ing the porch right now. 

Will you live there until it sells? 

Yes, and then we will go and build another 
one. We are hoping to build two more when this 
one sells. One will be our permanent residence 
in Florida, and the other one, we will sell. 

The price for your bungalow is $225,000. 
Is that the standard cost? 

The ... one that is for sale now, she has a 
14-foot pontoon boat, granite counter tops, 
stainless steel appliances, and she would be 
a top-end model. It can be purchased for less 
without the full package. 

If the Floating Bungalows takes off, will 
you be upgrading to a floating mansion? 

[Faughs] We do not feel like we need more 
space than we have in the floating bungalow. 
It’s 550 square feet, and we are enjoying the 
simple life. — Josh Rosens on M

Toothy issues 

A survey funded by the National Assoeiation of Chronie Disease 
and the New Hampshire Bureau of the Elderly and Adult Serviees has 
found that nearly 19 pereent of older adults are in need of early or 
urgent dental eare, aeeording to NHPR. Last winter and spring, 610 
adults ages 60 and older were sereened, and only 18.4 pereent of those 
adults had some type of dental insuranee to help pay for routine dental 
eare. Twenty-eight pereent had no funetional top-to-bottom tooth eon- 
taet, whieh affeets proper ehewing, and 15.9 pereent had lost all their 
natural teeth.

Preserving NH 

All over the state, signifieant eultural and land eonservation projeets 
are reeeiving funding from the Land and Community Heritage Invest- 
ment Program, WMUR reported. Thirty-six sites have been seleeted 
to reeeive funds, with grants ranging from $7,430 all the way up to 
$400,000. Some notable sites inelude Coneord’s Chamberlin House 
Rehabilitation ($55,000), Hooksett’s Hinman Pond II ($75,000) and 
Canterbury’s Spender Farm and Spender Meadow Conservation 
($52,750).

More drug-related emergeney ealls 
are expeeted in 2014, and while EMS are trained in administering nal- 
oxone, the task foree is reeommending training poliee and fire as well, 
nhpr.org reported. The task foree is also reeommending easing up on 
pharmaeeutieal restraints on naloxone so it ean be aeeessible to fami- 
ly of addiets.

“unbeatable” Baltimore was knocked off 
by the Jets in the greatest upset in NFL his- 
tory. But in 1971 he did come off the bench 
in relief of Johnny U to lead Baltimore to 
a win in SB V. In 1972 he was claimed on 
waiver to back up Bob Griese in Miami, 
but he got hurt in Game 5 and then Earl 
led them to nine straight wins before Gri- 
ese came back in the playoffs to finish off 
the only undefeated season in NFL history. 
That put the exclamation point on his argu- 
ably being the greatest back-up QB ever.

What seems to take up this person’s time? 
What is he/she eomplaining about? What 
eould make this person’s life a lot easier, even 
for a week? 

West thinks hiring someone to help 
out with daily tasks eould be of great ben- 
efit. Even something as simple as taking 
out this person’s trash or hiring someone to 
take out this person’s trash eould be greatly 
appreeiated. 

“We outsoureed our trash. We had some- 
body eome and piek it up beeause it took up a 
whole Saturday,” West said. 

Other ideas: hire personal grocery shop- 
pers for a day (or week, two weeks, ete.). 
Find a personal assistant. Be a personal gro- 
eery shopper or personal assistant. 

Renee and Trainor and Elizabeth McMullen, 
co-founders of Lettuce Shoppe (lettuceshop-

Sometimes, after a holiday season of noise 
and chaos, all you want is some peace and 
quiet. Here are few gift options. 

Outdoor sanctuaries 

What’s more peaceful than the great out- 
doors? If you’re a true New Hampshirite, 
then the correct answer is not much. (Unless 
you are being attacked by a bear, a shark, a 
lion, whatever.) 

If you want to give the gift of peace and 
quiet, then consider memberships or gift cer- 


tificates that enable your gift receivers to 
better appreciate our state’s most tranquil 
mountain, trail, beach and lake offerings. 

One option: a membership to the New 
Hampshire Audubon. All of the organiza- 
tion’s land, trails and sanctuaries are open to 
the public; however, members are the ones 
who will get the most use out of them. And 
right now, because the Audubon’s 100th year 
is nearing an end, there’s just a bit more time 
to snag its $19 membership sale (normally, it 
costs about $39). 

“When you become a member, you get 
access to all of our materials, in-depth trail 
maps. ... You have discounts on pro- 18 ► 
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◄ 17 grams we do — educational programs, 
camps and purchases in our nature store,” 
said Gaye LaCasce, director of membership 
and development at the Audubon. 

And lots of the Audubon’s programs and 
trail guides are completely free for members. 

“We have 10,000 acres of land for people 
to use, which is certainly open to anybody, 
not just members, but members tend to have 
better access to information about where 
those sanctuaries are,” LaCasce said. 

Audubon centers exist in Concord 
(McLane Center), Manchester (Amoskeag 
Fishways), the Massabesic Center (Auburn) 
and the Newfound Center (Hebron), but 
Audubon-maintained land exists throughout 
the state. 

“Some of the trails are handicapped-acces- 
sible, and some have boardwalks to make it 
easy for people to get in and out,” she said. 

Membership means discounts on oth- 
er peace and quiet-promoting items in the 
Audubon gift store, like binoculars, bird 
feeders, outdoor books and outdoor gear. 

“[Being outside] allows us to unplug a lit- 
tle bit and remember that we live in a beautiful 
state, and for those of us who have busy jobs, 
it’s easy to put your head down and forget 
about nature and how calming it is, just to take 
a walk and not have the distractions of a phone 
ringing or emails popping up,” LaCasce said. 

Toother possibility is a gift certificate 


from New Hampshire State Parks (avail- 
able at nhstateparks.org), which could go 
for day-use fees, camping and admission to 
Hampton Beach State Park or Wallis Sands 
State Park. These gift certificates, according 
to the site, can also be used to purchase sea- 
son passes and coupon books. 

Literally block the noise 

Kiley Jones, assistant manager at Brook- 
stone in Manchester, suggested a few ideas 
for how to tone down the crazy through 

noise-reducing and noise-canceling 


headphones. 

“We have wireless TV headphones that 
transfer the sound from the TV to you person- 
ally, so nobody else can hear the television 
except you,” Jones said. (Great if you’re 
watching your favorite show and don’t want 
distractions, and also great to make your 
friends and family wear when they’re watch- 
ing a show you don’t want to listen to.) 

There are also specific “shield” headphones 
from Brookstone and other brands that are 
specifically noise-canceling. They literally 
have a noise-canceling button you can press 


to block out other sounds, which is ideal for 
listening to music — because music sounds 
better when you can’t hear anything else — 
but also for things like traveling, working, 
studying or relaxing. (Or sleeping; does your 
gift receiver have a roommate who snores?) 

Jones said she’s seen it used quite a bit 
among avid travelers. They do come at a 
price — Jones said they start at around $119. 

Hire a babysitter 

What your friend who’s a parent real- 
ly wants is for you to find him or her a 

babysitter. 

Offer yourself up — give that parent a 
few “babysitter passes” from yours tru- 
ly — or find someone yourself Scour New 
Hampshire babysitting websites like care, 
com and sittercity.com, or ask for personal 
recommendations . 

“Ask friends, go on Facebook. Lots of 
people prefer sitters who have been certi- 
fied by the Red Cross,” said certified New 
Hampshire organizer Sue West in a phone 
interview. 

Taking care of kids. West said, can be very 
tiring, and she thinks any parent would be 
happy to receive the opportunity to go out 
and do something she normally can’t with 
children in tow, like shop, go on a date or see 
a movie that’s not rated PG — or maybe even 
take a nap.

Access the solar system 

While the moon may be 238,900 miles 
away, the McAuliffe-Shepard Discovery 
Center (2 Institute Drive, Concord, 271- 
7827, starhop.com) is right around the 


corner. 

“Some people think we’re just for 
school field trips, but that’s only a quar- 
ter of our visitors each year,” Executive 
Director Jeanne Gerulskis said. “People 
who are generally interested in astrono- 
my, space aviation and science really like 
to come here.” 

There’s plenty to see and do at the 
McAuliffe-Shepard Discovery Center for 
space enthusiasts of any age. There are 
exhibits on the solar system, lunar recon 
and what it’s like to live and work in space. 


Guests can check out a planetarium 
show, like Extreme Planets or Tonight’s 
Sky, which shows what the current night’s 
sky looks like and provides information 
about what you will see when you look up 
— and no two shows are the same. If it’s 
clear out, you can visit the observatory and 
see solar flares during the day and the stars 
and planets at night. 

Aviation fans can view a craft a little 
closer to home. Now in its retirement from 
service, the XF8U-2 Crusader Jet is on dis- 
play in the center now. 


After a trip to space, visitors can head 
to the Science Store gift shop, where 
memberships and gift certificates can 
be purchased, along with fun science-y 
souvenirs. 

“People can can give gift certificates for 
admission and a planetarium show, gift 
memberships so people can come free all 
year round and gift certificates for the gift 
shop,” Gerulskis said. “Maybe do a little 
package. You could have a gift bag with 
Mars Mud and astronaut ice cream, a little 
science kit and a gift membership.”

Or better yet, give your loved one a 
pieee of the stars by purehasing meteor- 
ites or even stardust from dealers like 
New England Meteoritieal Serviees (vis- 
it meteorlab.eom). 

Go stargazing 

Of eourse, nothing beats 
looking at the stars. 
For big gifts, tele- 
scopes range in priee 
from $100 to thou- 
sands of dollars. 
Smaller stargazing 
gifts eould inelude 
astronomieal star 
charts, calendars 
and almanacs (most 
will cost under $10 to 
$20).

◄ 19 vidually, not what society says they 
should be doing. Society doesn't make eating 
a joyous experience, Warner said. She wants 
people to know that isn’t how it has to be. 

Good recipients for the gift of a nutrition- 
ist consultation might be a chef who wants 
to learn ways to modify their cooking or an 
athlete who needs to balance physical activ- 
ity with eating. 

“A promising athlete who has all this 
coaching and camps ... often might neglect 
the nutrition side of things,” Warner said.

“Look for elass 10. That’s the highest tier.” 

For the person with limited drive spaee 
on their laptop or one who wants to baek up 
their files in ease of the blue sereen of death, 
an external hard drive is a good option. It 
works the same way as the flash memory of 
SD eards, Bouehard said, but it has a small 
disk that spins, with a needle writing infor- 
mation on it. Plus, “beeause it’s been around 
longer, there is a lot more storage,” he said. 
The smallest external hard drive available is 
500 GB (or 125,000 hi-def pietures). 

The two types of external hard drives 
are baekup, whieh eome with software to 
baek up the deviee, and empty, whieh just 
need manual loading. Bouehard said emp- 
ty drives are more eommonly used beeause 
a lot of eomputers already have some baek- 
up program. For Mae users, just beeause an 
external hard drive doesn’t say “Mae-for- 
matted” on it doesn’t mean it’s off limits. 

“You ean still use it, but there is an extra 
step,” Bouehard said. “There are some 
major brands, Toshiba and Seagate are most 
eommon, but all mostly run off the same 
blueprint.”

Introducing Kent Devereaux 

NHIA’s new president talks about the school’s future

After almost a year 
of searehing, the New 
Hampshire Institute of 
Art Board of Trustees 
unanimously seleet- 
ed Kent Devereaux 
as its next presi- 
dent. The deeision 
beeame publie at the 
end of November, and 
Devereaux will begin 

NHIA has been without a president sinee 
Roger William retired last November. 
NHIA Chairman of the Board Joe Reil- 
ly said he is partieularly exeited about the 
appointment beeause of Devereaux’s var- 
ied baekground. 

Devereaux is eurrently a professor and 
musie department ehair at Cornish College 
of the Arts in Seattle, but has also served 
as senior viee president and dean of eur- 
rieulum at Kaplan University; senior viee 
president of Eneyelopedia Britanniea; and 
taught for many years at the Sehool of the 
Art Institute of Chieago (where he earned 
his visual art BFA) and California Institute 
of the Arts. He also studied eomputer sei- 
enee at Stanford. 

Deveraux talked with the Hippo last 
week about the job, the institute and why 
a growing art sehool is exaetly what Man- 
ehester needs. 

What interested you in the job? 

This will be the fourth arts eollege I’ve 
worked at. ... I kind of have a love of art 
eolleges in general. I’m always amazed 
at the quality of the student work and the 
transformation that goes on. 

Was there something that struck you 
particularly about Manchester? 

I was impressed by the quality of the 
work and the quality of the faeulty. That’s 
what kind of tipped the seales for me. ... I 
also liked what I saw in terms of how the 
institute has developed the past 10 years. 

. . . Even more important is the impaet the 
institute has had on the loeal Manehes- 
ter downtown eeonomy, and now with the 
master’s program in Peterborough. ... All 
the elements were there. Now it’s real- 
ly about getting those elements working 
together, marketed well, and just doing all 
the things neeessary to take the institute to 
the next level ... whieh means reeruiting 
nationally, adding more vitality to the loeal 
arts seene and being a big driver in the eeo- 
nomie rejuvenation of Manehester. 


What do you think is needed to bring the 
institute to that next level? 

In a word, partnerships. Anyone taking 
over the institute at this point is going to 
realize the eollege eannot do it on its own. 
It’s a small eollege, and it’s growing, and 
it wants to grow more, but it’s never going 
to be an enormous eollege. It will be mul- 
tiplied by forging really smart partnerships. 
How ean we work better with eorpora- 
tions loeated in the region through not only 
eommissions, but also internships and inno- 
vative new programs that really get to the 
eore of what the new ereative eeonomy is? 

You think the schooFs growth will affect 
Manchester economically. How so? 

Over the next 10 years, the numbers will 
probably almost double in terms of stu- 
dents downtown. ...With more students 
living downtown, they’ll be needing to 
eat downtown, and they’ll probably go out 
downtown. ... Another thing that’s very 
interesting, from the alumni I’ve talked to 
so far, is that students from throughout the 
New England eommunity eome to Man- 
ehester, and they realize they really like 
Manehester. . . . It’s not too big, and families 
and friends are elose by. And it has qual- 
ities of a small town that they like. Many 
alums stay in Manehester and start their 
eareers here. 

What do you think are the skills art stu- 
dents need in order to be successful after 
graduation ? 

When you ask alumni of sueeessful 
arts programs about the skills that real- 
ly ehanged their lives ... it eomes down to 
the ability to express, not only their own 
ideas, but also engage in a larger eonver- 
sation through their own medium. . . . This 
involves developing writing skills, whieh 
are so essential in any job or profession. 
Even if it’s about writing your own art- 
ist’s statement, the ability to artieulate what 
you do and why you do it and why you’re 
passionate about it is elearly transferrable 
to a lot of things. ... Then there’s eritieal 
thinking and the ability to give and take 
eritieism. . . . And empathy, the ability to put 
oneself in someone else’s shoes. Those are 
the skills any employer will value, as well 
as hard work and diseipline. 

Do you think the institute's growth will 
affect the community in other ways? 

One is the eommunity edueation eompo- 
nent. . . . The BFA program has been around 
for about 12 years, the MFA program the 
last two to three years. These are the new 
shiny toys. Everyone at the institute is very

in January. 
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fascinated [by] that and really foeused on 
that, but there’s also this 100-year-old tra- 
dition of eommunity edueation. We will 
have to get baek to that in a major way. 

You also have a background in music 
and computer science. Do you envision 
those subjects being incorporated more at 
NHIA? 

We will definitely be doing a lot more 
with teehnology, just beeause that’s the 
way the world is. If you’re talking about 
seulpture today, you’re talking about 
seulpture that’s sometimes involving eom- 
puters and robots and spaees that ehange 
and interaet when people walk to them. 
... In illustration today, students are ... 
doing their work on the eomputer in vari- 
ous different formats. When you talk about 
the way any kind of 3-D objeet is ereated 
today, you have people working entirely on 
eomputers. ...You’re going to start seeing 
all of those things blend. 

Even for those people who don H think 
they like art, why is it beneficial to have a 
growing artist community in Manchester? 

I think the rise of the Apple eomputer 
has not only demonstrated the importanee 


of the ereative eeonomy . . . but also the 
importanee design ean play in ereating val- 
ue. A lot of eompanies have woken up to 
this in the last 10 years. ... It’s no anoma- 
ly that Target rose to national prominenee 
while eapitalizing on its design sense. ... It 
earved a niehe for itself, and Apple did the 
same thing. . . . Teehnology has given us a 
lot of great things — the automobile has 
four wheels and gets us from here to there, 
but people also value aesthetie design in 
automobile eompanies, and they eharge a 
lot of money for tiny minor details that add 
aesthetie. 

So you think having more art in Man- 
chester may help local businesses? 

And when eompanies are deeiding where 
to loeate, they honestly look at, what’s the 
loeal eultural life? Am I going to be able to 
hire people and have them want to move to 
the eity and be happy and raise their fam- 
ilies there? ... The arts played a role in 
transforming Brooklyn from a baekwater 
borough to a hip and trendy borough that’s 
driving real estate priees up. You’re seeing 
that now in Detroit, too. . . . But the arts are 
so mueh more. You ean have eonversations 
through art. M

Downtown holiday events keep the focus on shopping locally

Forget navigating crowded 
malls or shopping alone on your 
laptop this season. Intown Con- 
cord and Intown Manchester have 
organized downtown events that 
give shoppers the chance to buy 
from local, independent stores 
and businesses. 

“More and more people are 
starting to do the whole shop 
local thing,” said Julia Whitney, 
marketing coordinator for Intown 
Manchester. 

To support that trend. Intown 
Manchester will open up the 
Downtown Holiday Market for 
three more days this season. The 
day-long market is held in the 
Brady Sullivan Plaza, where local 
vendors display their handmade 
crafts and goods. 

“We have some maple syrup, 
chocolate, tie dye, woodworks, 
jewelry, ornaments and postcards, 
beauty products, glassware, and 
doll clothes,” Whitney said in a 
phone interview.

she said. “If they go shopping 
they might [also] grab a coffee or 
lunch.” 

Intown Concord hopes to get 
residents in the holiday shopping 
spirit with the Discover Down- 
town Holiday Series, a Main 
Street-wide event with prize give- 
aways and extended shopping 
hours to promote the state capi- 
tal’s local culture. 

“Our downtown really has been 
getting different and cooler. Right 
now it’s very lively,” said Liza 
Poinier, operations manager for 
Intown Concord. “[It’s] impor- 
tant for shoppers and potential 
customers to remember the great 
experience they had here and to 
keep coming back.” 

Susan Sokul, events and com- 
munication coordinator for 
Intown Concord, said Discover 
Downtown gives people a “shop- 
ping the way it’s meant to be” 
experience. 

“It’s charming, unique, pleas- 
ant, where you can stroll and meet 
neighbors and friends and wander 
into one of over 70 shops down- 
town,” Sokul said. 

While you’re perusing the 
shelves in the expanded Gibson’s 
Bookstore or warming up with 
a hot drink at True Brew Cafe, 


you’re helping to keep the com- 
munity strong. 

“We have upwards of 200 busi- 
nesses in downtown Concord 
that are independent and local- 
ly owned. That’s a lot of owners 
and employees and their fami- 
lies that are counting on holiday 
shopping to keep them going,” 
Poinier said. “Not only is it a fun 
and interesting and great place 
to shop, but when you choose to 
shop downtown you’re having a 
direct impact on the local econo- 
my and their merchants who are 
friends and neighbors.” 

To up the ante and entice more 
people to spend their dollars 
downtown. Discover Downtown 
includes a Win the Window com- 
petition where one storefront on 
Main Street is filled with products 
and gift cards from nearby stores, 
restaurants and services worth 
$2,000.

“I just think that local shops are 
the heart of our community, and 
they make for a vibrant downtown 
that people want to be at,” Whit- 
ney said.

Nashua church hosts live Nativity

While they may not have a eamel, the 
members of the Chureh of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-Day Saints in Nashua have ehiekens, 
goats and a whole team of aetors to bring an 
authentic Christmas experience to the com- 
munity for the 26th annual live Nativity 
pageant on Saturday, Dec. 13, and Sunday, 
Dec. 14. 

“It’s really an opportunity for us to give 
a gift back to the community, to share the 
Christmas spirit,” said Meesa Jeans, pag- 
eant producer. “I think there’s something 
that is more engaging by putting on a live 
Nativity, both for the audience and for the 
people involved.” 

The outdoor nativity pageant is part play, 
part scripture reading. Actors silently per- 
form a 20-minute enactment of the birth of 
Christ on a stage set up between the church 
and Greeley Park while a recorded read- 
ing with excerpts from the second chapter 
of Luke and traditional, choir- sung carols 
serves as the audio backdrop. 

The live Nativity tradition began in 1988 
when the bishop was inspired by a simi- 
lar pageant put on by a church in Canada. 
He thought it would be neat to host one 
in Nashua, so church members assembled 
costumes and built a set right outside of 
the church. “We had a small audience in 
attendance, but it was a very spiritual expe- 
rience,” church member John Larsen said 
in an email. “Everyone loved it so much 
that we decided to continue.” 

Since that first pageant, a new set was 
built and the sound system was updated, but 
the main components of the performance 
remain the same. Counting behind-the- 
scenes staff, directors, managers and actors.

around 40 to 50 people are involved. The 
actors are mostly volunteers from the con- 
gregation; anyone who wanted to be a part 
of it was welcome. Jeans said in a phone 
interview that both returning perform- 
ers and new faces love the chance to be an 
angel, shepherd or townsperson, the roles 
that have the most participants. 

A live Nativity wouldn’t be complete 
without animals. The animals involved in 
the pageant vary from year to year, depend- 
ing on which are available. 

“We reach out to the congregation and 
people who have animals,” Jeans said. 

Animals actors that may reprise their 
roles from previous years are pygmy goats, 
chickens, horses and a donkey. 

Guests can take in the full view of the 
live Nativity from folding chairs set up 
around the stage area. An outside, evening 
performance in December can be very cold, 
and the actors dress accordingly. 

“The costumes are more like robes, so 
people bundle up underneath,” Jeans said. 

Following each enactment, guests can 
head into the church for a Christmas open 
house featuring cookies and hot chocolate. 
Jeans said coloring pages and crafts will be 
available for children, and there may be a 
photo booth for people to get their pictures 
taken in the costumes. 

Church members will also be available to 
answer any questions about the performance 
or the church.

IN/OUT THE GARDENING GUY 

Gifts for the gardener 

From seeds to books to wheelbarrows

Gardeners re pretty easy to buy for beeause 
there are so many gifts, ranging in priee from 
under $10 (gardening gloves, seeds) to wheel- 
barrows that eost $300 or more. 

Let’s start at the high end. One of my eoaeh- 
ing elients this summer wanted some raised 
beds that were tall enough that she wouldn’t 
have to bend over. She ordered some Veg- 
Trugs from Gardener’s Supply (gardeners, 
eom or 802-660-3500). These are wooden 
growing eontainers made of fir, about 6 feet 
long, 30 inehes wide and 32 inehes tall — 
about the height of a kitehen table. 

TheVegTmg is V-shaped in eross-seetion 
and lined with a fabrie that keeps soil from 
washing through between the slats. This eon- 
tainer is deep and holds 380 quarts of soil 
mix, about 10 bags. We filled it with a 50-50 
mix of eompost and topsoil bought in bulk, 
and added some perlite and peat moss to 
keep the soil fluffy. It performed very well, 
growing tomatoes and eggplants in the mid- 
dle, and shallow rooted things like lettuee and 
basil along the edges. At $249, it’s an invest- 
ment, but it’s well-designed and should last 
for years. Gardener’s Supply has a number of 
other kinds of raised beds. My elient assem- 
bled her VegTmg in about an hour, and some 
of the others are even simpler. 

Weeding is the least fun part of gardening 
for many, and anything that helps to reduee 
weed numbers is a good gift. A few years ago 
I got some rolls of weed mat that eame with 
pre-punehed holes spaeed appropriately for 
growing tomatoes, or lettuee, or you name it. 
This is a woven polypropylene mat that the 
maker elaims will last 10 years. The mats 
eome in 4-foot wide strips with evenly spaeed 
holes in eight different sizes and spaeings. 
They bloek out light, keeping weeds from 
growing, while also moderating temperature 
and water loss. Costs range from $10.99 for a 
6-foot pieee to $30.99 for an 18-footer. Made 
in Vermont, available from GardenMats.eom 
or by ealling 802-498-33 14. 

Eaeh year I remind readers that in my 
opinion the best weeding tool made is the 
CobraHead weeder (CobraHead.eom or 
866-962-6272). This is a single steel fin- 
ger, eurved and sharp, that will get under 
weeds and lift them out, tease out grass roots 
or prepare the soil for planting. It is $24.95, 
ineluding shipping. Made in Ameriea, too. 

Watering well is important in dry times. 
Plants need gentle streams of water that can 
best be delivered by a watering wand. These 
devices have long metal handles with a rose 
(water sprayer) on the end. The best wands 
are made by Dramm, but many knock-offs are 
sold, too. Go for the best. Why? They have

figured out how to aerate the water so that lots 
of water can come out, fast, but gently. My 
wand allows me to walk along and get water 
where I want it: on the ground, near the plants, 
but not on the foliage. Available at good gar- 
den centers everywhere for about $20. 

Books are useful to gardeners. Design- 
ing flower gardens? An excellent book is by 
Julie Moir Messervy, Landscaping Ideas 
that Work (Taunton Press, $21.95). This is a 
good overview and introduction to the basics 
of landscape design, starting with a check- 
list of the atmosphere, activities and features 
you would like. It is simple and straightfor- 
ward with lots of color pictures. Granted, the 
pictures are mostly of expensive houses and 
projects, but she gives readers an idea of rela- 
tive cost of various options (brick walkways, 
or stone, or packed earth) by using one to four 
dollar signs next to each. 

The New Vegetable Growers Handbook: 
A users manual for the organic vegetable 
garden by Frank Tozer (distributed by Chel- 
sea Green Publishing, $27.95) is an excellent 
reference text for anyone who grows veggies. 
It has detailed growing information on near- 
ly 100 different veggies and has great tips on 
practical matters such as how to avoid getting 
bitter-tasting cucumbers or how day length 
affects the size of your onions, and why you 
should plant them early in spring. Want to try 
new greens? Tozer tells you how to grow Kom- 
atsuna and Mizuna and Mibuna and more. By 
the way, Chelsea Green Publishing (chelsea- 
green.com) has lots of other good gardening 
and permaculture books worth looking at. 

Record keeping is important if you want 
to improve your gardening skills and to learn 
from past years. The Moleskine Compa- 
ny (moleskine.com) makes many journals, 
including a gardening journal that offers 240 
pages, including space to record your efforts 
and useful information such as hardiness 
zones. It has design grids for planning and 
adhesive labels for personalizing sections. It’s 
$19.95 and found at many bookstores. 

Santa Claus, if you’re listening, what I real- 
ly want this year is another load of manure.

No, Vinnie. If you take the battery out of 
the Subaru, the only real danger is that you’ll 
trip over it in the garage. You ean just diseon- 
neet the battery and leave it right in the ear. 

And I wouldn’t bother keeping it on the 
eharger for eight months — you’d just be 
wasting eleetrieity. If you have a good ehar- 
ger, you ean just hook it up the day before 
you need the ear, and the battery should be 
fine by the next day. That also reduces the 


risk that something would go wrong with the 
charger and it would bum down your house. 

When you reconnect the battery, there 
are a couple of inconveniences you’ll have 
to deal with, besides the obvious stuff like 
losing your radio presets. Most modem 
cars have computers that “learn” and adapt 
the engine and transmission to your driv- 
ing style. So those settings will all be lost, 
and the car will have to “relearn” them. That 
means you may notice the car miming a little 
poorly or shifting a little roughly at first. But 
it’ll go away quickly. 

The other thing to keep in mind is that if 
you have a new or fi*eshly “back fi*om the 
dead” battery, you won’t be able to pass a 
state emissions inspection until you drive 
the car for several drive cycles. During those 
drive cycles, the computer is checking vari- 
ous components of the emissions system in 
your car. And only when it has enough data 
will it report a passing grade to the inspec- 
tion shop. Typically that means you’ll have 
to drive the car for a few days before getting 
it inspected. So just disconnect the battery, 
and don’t forget to roll up the windows. 

Dear Car Talk: 

Back in the old days (i.e. 1964), we used 
to think that if you had a low or dead battery. 


it would charge faster if the engine was run- 
ning faster. So we would drive it in a lower 
gear at high rpm s, thinking we were helping 
the battery charge faster. Was that true then? 
Is it true now? Was it ever true? — Chris 

Yes, it was tme then, and it’s tme now. 
The battery will charge faster if you rev the 
engine faster. Why? Because the faster the 
crankshaft turns, the faster it turns the belt 
that mns the alternator. And the faster the 
alternator turns, the more electricity it pro- 
duces to mn all the electrical stuff in the car 
— and recharge the battery. 

But we don’t recommend that you use 
it that way for a weak or dead battery. The 
alternator is fine for replenishing the bat- 
tery after you start the car, and for keeping 
it topped up. But it’s an expensive and ineffi- 
cient substitute for a non-automotive, plug-in 
battery charger. 

Think about the economics. If you want to 
charge your battery fi-om a dead or low state, 
you’re going to spend $8 on gasoline driving 
50 miles to nowhere (actually, you’ll spend 
more if you’re driving in low gear at high 
rpm!), and, at the same time, you’ll be wear- 
ing out your alternator, which costs hundreds 
of bucks to replace. Whereas if you bought 
a $29.95 battery charger and plugged it into 
the wall, the battery would charge fully over- 


night, and it’d cost you 3 1 cents. 

In fact, when we buy a new battery to 
install in a customer’s car, there’s usually a 
warning sticker that cautions us not to use 
the alternator to charge up the battery; they 
want us to plug the battery into a charger, and 
avoid quickly turning the new alternator into 
an old alternator. Plus, if you have a dead 
battery and the cause isn’t obvious (like, you 
know you left your lights on or your in-car 
espresso machine was miming all night), you 
won’t know what the real problem is. 

Let’s say the problem is that your battery 
is faulty and won’t hold a charge. If you just 
drive around to charge it up, you’ll wear out 
your alternator, and then you’ll need a new 
alternator AND a new battery. 

Or what if the reason your battery is dis- 
charged is that the alternator is on its last 
legs? Then you go on that 50-mile drive to 
charge up the battery, and the alternator dies 
when you’re 25 miles from home, leaving 
you with a nice, fat towing bill. 

So my advice is: If your battery fails or 
falters, have the battery and the charging 
system checked out. And while it’s being 
checked out, any reputable shop will know 
enough to put your battery on the charger for 
you, and give it back to you all ready to go.

This year, the Festival of Fights begins 
at sunset on Tuesday, Dee. 16, and ends 
the evening of Wednesday, Dee. 24. Tra- 
ditionally, latkes and sufganiyot (jQlly 
doughnuts) are the most popular eats for the 
holiday beeause both are eooked using oil, 
symbolizing the miraele of Hanukkah. But 
if you’re looking for other sweets to eele- 
brate the holiday, you don’t have to drive 
all the way to Brookline, Mass., known by 
the loeal Jewish eommunity as the elos- 
est hub for Jewish foods. While southern 
New Hampshire isn’t known for its Jewish 
bakeries or delis, there are still a few bak- 
ers offering traditional Jewish pastries and 


breads to tempt your sweet tooth. 

Cheryl Holbert, who owns Nomad Bak- 
ery, a eottage bakery businesses based in her 
home in Derry, reeommends babka for any 
holiday eelebration, ineluding Christmas. 
Babka is an eastern European bread made 
with eggs, butter and milk and a sweet fill- 
ing, whieh ean be einnamon or ehoeolate. 
In her family, the latkes are popular (and 
she enjoys looking at all the variations like 
sweet potato or with ehiles), but babka is 
partieularly speeial for Holbert. 

“Babka is the ... treat of ehoiee in my 
family,” she said. “I just have this reeollee- 
tion of all these treats that we eould have in 
any given holiday season.”

4 47 comes to her mind this time of year. 

“When I taste the babka, it just imme- 
diately transports me to the kitehen table 
with my grandmother,” she said. “I knew 
it eame from her hands, and I knew that it 
was very time-eonsuming. ... For us, bab- 
ka was more of a bread than a eake. Babka 
ean be a wide range of things. Her erumb 
and breadlike qualities of the babka were 
so fantastie I never developed an affeetion 
for the eake-like babka.” 

Holbert looks for a flaky, earamelized 
erust when making her babka. She also 
bakes ehallah and levain breads for Nomad 
Bakery, and reeently, she began holding a 
monthly baking elass. Earlier this month, it 
was a unanimous request that the bread of 
the month be babka. 

“Cinnamon babka turned out to be the 
bread of Thanksgiving,” she said. “I’m get- 
ting insane requests for babka.” 

For the elass, she prepared the dough in 
advanee so that it would rise to the desired 
shape by the time students arrived. Hol- 
bert then showed students how to make 
the twists and braids and demonstrated 
the methods of adding the filling. While 
the babka baked, she explained to students 
how she made the dough. 

Bedford-based Small Bateh Baking 
Company began making bite-size babka 
treats last year after owners Susan Fried- 


burg and Sheryl Blaekwell eame up with 
the idea of having a more aeeessible babka 
produet. Beeause it’s labor-intensive, bab- 
ka is usually reserved for speeial oeeasions 
and holidays. It’s also made in large loaves, 
so Blaekwell and Friedburg ereated a bab- 
ka produet for an anytime snaek or treat. 

“That’s what we were trying to introduee 
to the area. ‘We remember this, and we’re 
bringing it baek to you,”’ Friedburg said. 

Latkes and doughnuts were popular dur- 
ing Friedburg’s ehildhood too. 

“We didn’t have traditional sweets,” she 
said. “We had more sort of ‘family treats.’ 
My grandmother made thumbprint eookies 
with jelly in the eenter.” 

Small Bateh Baking Company also takes 
orders online, and its babka bites eome in 
some non-traditional flavors, like blueber- 
ry einnamon and ehoeolate raspberry. 

Looking for some rugelaeh? It’s not 
easy to find, but some bakeries, like Blaek- 
berry Bakery in Londonderry, make it 
year-round. The traditional rugelaeh found 
anytime of year at Blaekberry Bakery is 
rolled and slieed, with a einnamon, sug- 
ar and walnut spiral in the eenter. During 
the holidays, Blaekberry Bakery also offers 
miniature rugelaeh baked into square piee- 
es with aprieot or raspberry filling. The 
rugelaeh is usually ineluded in holiday 
eookie platters, too.

Yellow 

onions 


Yellow onions seem to be everywhere at 
the moment. Even at my loeal Hannaford, I 
purehased a giant 5-pound bag for just $2.99. 
While I ean’t tell from the label where my 
groeery store onions eame from, I do know 
that you ean still find winter farmers markets 
selling these hardy vegetables. 

There are a number of different kinds of 
onions, but they’re mostly divided between 
the “sweet” and “pungent,” aeeording to 
the National Gardening Assoeiation. I pre- 
fer sweet onions beeause they taste mueh 
better and don’t overpower everything, like 
Vidalia or just plain “yellow” onions aeeord- 
ing to your supermarket. I opted not to grow 
onions in my garden beeause, apparent- 
ly, they need to be planted in January and 
need an extremely long growing season. 
My neighbor (also my gardening mentor), 
grows them every year and I’m always so 
impressed! Hailing from the genus Allium, 
the onion’s brothers and sisters are ehives, 
garlie, seallions and leeks — all strong in 
flavor and indispensable in the kitchen. 

Onions are extremely versatile, and I 
seem to use them in absolutely everything. 
Offering just one recipe for this fantastic 
bulb didn’t seem enough, so I’m offering 
my top four favorite ways to use an onion. 



Top uses for yellow onions 

Stuffing. With Thanksgiving just passed, 
it seems wrong not to pay lip service to the 
ways a sauteed onion can augment stuffing. 
Alongside celery and mushrooms, these 
veggies can undoubtedly spice up a dull 
bag of stuffing if you let them. 

Stuffing in birds. Yes, I know it sounds 
like the last one, but it’s different. Cut an 
onion in half and roast your turkey or chick- 
en with it inside. The moisture and flavor 
will seep into the bird and make it tender- 
er. I even use this trick when I’m cooking a 
whole chicken in a crock pot. 

Preserve avocados. If you store avoca- 
dos or guacamole in a sealed container with 
slices of red onion, it will help keep things 
from going brown. You’re welcome, Cin- 
co de Mayo. 

The bonus veggie. Seriously, onions can 
go into everything. Add more nutrition- 
al value to your enchiladas by including 
chopped onions in the filling. Throw them 
in soups! Add them to stir-fry. Scramble 
them in eggs. Seriously, what are you wait- 
ing for?

French onion 
soup

It wasn’t until a few years ago that I 
started to really enjoy onions — on burg- 
ers, salads and sandwiehes, but espeeially 
in soup. I worked in a restaurant that served 
amazing Freneh onion soup, and I would 
order it when I had time for a quiek meal. 

And until a few days ago. I’d nev- 
er thought to make Freneh onion soup at 
home. While it only had a few ingredients, 
I was worried I didn’t have the neeessary 
pots or kitehen equipment to make a satis- 
faetory serving. It seems silly now, having 
found this reeipe for Freneh onion soup 
that ean be made in the slow eooker. It’s 
great for serving the entire family, making 
between eight and 10 servings. 

Aside from the onions, bread and eheese, 
the ingredients this reeipe ealls for are all 
very pantry friendly. Garlie, brown sug- 
ar, balsamie vinegar and beef stoek make 
up the bulk of the ingredients, and a beer, 
surprisingly, rounds out the list along with 
some thyme, salt and pepper to taste. 

It turns out the slow eooker is perfeet for 
Freneh onion soup. The onions eook and ear- 
amelize slowly, and you don’t have to wateh 
over a pot on the stove for hours. The slow 


eooker gives the ingredients and flavors time 
to meld together. The eombination of the 
brown sugar and balsamie vinegar add the 
familiar sweetness and tang of Freneh onion 
soup. If you wanted to just seoop the soup 
into a bowl over erusty bread and top with 
a sprinkle of eheese, you eould. But if you 
want the full effeet of restaurant- style soup, 
you’ll need oven- safe bowls. 

Onee the soup is finished, you ean top 
with a sliee of erusty bread and a slide 
(or two or three) of gruyere eheese. Slip 
it under the broiler in your oven until the 
eheese is melted and starts to turn golden 
brown. 

This reeipe would be great for a din- 
ner party. I imagine your guests would be 
both exeited and impressed that you made 
Freneh onion soup from serateh, just like 
my husband was when I made it for din- 
ner the other night. Sinee the reeipe makes 
so mueh soup, I dished out a few portions 
and froze the rest after it eooled. I froze the 
soup in individual portions, so it will be 
quiek and easy to heat up for luneh or din- 
ner in a pineh. — Lauren Mifsud 



French onion soup 

Recipe courtesy How Sweet It Is 

4 medium sweet onions, thinly sliced 

3 garlic cloves, minced 

4 tablespoons butter 

2 tablespoons balsamic vinegar 

2 tablespoons brown sugar 

3 tablespoons flour 
8 ounces of beer 

64 ounces of low-sodium beef stock 
2 tablespoons fresh thyme 
F 2 teaspoon black pepper 
F 2 teaspoon salt 
French bread 


Gruyere cheese, sliced 

Set the slow cooker on high, and then add 
onions, garlic, brown sugar, butter, salt and 
balsamic vinegar. Stir until combined and 
cover and cook for about one hour, stirring 
occasionally until onions are caramelizing 
and brown on the edges. Add in flour, then 
stir thoroughly and let sit for 5 minutes. 
Add in beer, beef stock, thyme and pepper, 
and then turn heat down to low, cover and 
cook for 6 to 8 hours. 

Before serving, cut French bread into slic- 
es. Fill the soup bowls to the top, then add 
a slice of bread and a slice of cheese. Set 
under the broiler for 2 to 3 minutes.

Recipes for the sweet tooth 


Cream 
cheese 
pumpkin pie 



I bought a can of pumpkin back in 
October, when grocery stores first started 
displaying it on end-caps, apparently in 
an attempt to woo people like me who, if 
encouraged, will buy said pumpkin sim- 
ply because, you know, ‘tis the season. 

Also, every fall, when I first see that can 
prominently displayed, I vaguely recall a 
past pumpkin shortage (Google tells me 
it was 2009), and since then I feel like if 
I don’t buy it early, it will disappear off 
shelves and I’ll be left with no opportu- 
nity to make anything pumpkin-flavored. 

Long story short, I bought the can, and 
it sat in my cupboard for a couple months, 
because I was getting hit with so many 
pumpkin-flavored foods and drinks (the 
muffins! the coffee!) that I didn’t particu- 
larly want to use it. 

But after being without power for 48 
hours recently, I went on a baking spree 


in the days that followed and used that 
can to make two different recipes. 

The one here is a twist on the classic 
pumpkin pie. It’s actually a gluten-free 
recipe, but I opted to use a ready-made 
refrigerated pie crust instead of the one 
the recipe called for (though I’ve includ- 
ed that part of the recipe below as well). 

I’ve never like pumpkin pie, but I was 
really hoping I would like this one. I 
figured the cream cheese would add an 
element of deliciousness that I would 
enjoy. 

Alas, that layer of cream cheese was 
not enough to detract from the part of 
pumpkin pie that I don’t care for — the 
texture. But it was devoured by my taste- 
testers, young and old, so I would make it 
again. It’s simple enough, and hey, if the 
crowds like it, who cares what I think? — 
Meghan Siegler A 


Cream cheese pumpkin pie 

Adapted from a bettycrocker.com recipe 

1 refrigerated pie erust 

4 ounees eream eheese, softened 

2 tablespoons sugar 
V4 teaspoon vanilla 
1 egg yolk 

L 2 eup sugar 

1 teaspoon ground einnamon 
V4 teaspoon ground ginger 
V4 teaspoon ground nutmeg 
Dash salt 

1 eup eanned (from 15-ounee ean) or 
smoothly mashed eooked pumpkin 
L 2 eup evaporated milk 
1 egg, slightly beaten 
Whipped eream, if desired 

Heat oven to 350 degrees. Grease 9-ineh 
glass pie plate with shortening or eook- 
ing spray. Press pie dough in bottom and 
up side of pie plate. 

In small bowl, beat eream eheese, 2 
tablespoons sugar and the vanilla with 
eleetrie mixer on low speed until well 
blended. Add egg yolk; beat well. Spread 
eream eheese mixture in bottom of pie 
erust. 

In large bowl, mix 1/2 eup sugar, the ein- 
namon, ginger, nutmeg, salt, pumpkin, 
evaporated milk and egg. Carefully pour 
pumpkin mixture over eream eheese mix- 
ture. Bake 15 minutes. Cover erust edge 


with strips of foil to prevent exeessive 
browning; bake 30 to 40 minutes longer 
or until knife inserted in eenter eomes 
out elean. Cool eompletely; about 11/2 
hours. Refrigerate about 2 hours or until 
serving time. Garnish eaeh serving with 
dollop of whipped eream. Cover and 
refrigerate any remaining pie. 

* This recipe was originally created as 
a gluten-free recipe. To make it gluten- 
free, replace the refrigerated pie crust 
with this: 

1 eup Bisquiek Gluten Free mix 
5 tablespoons eold butter 
3 tablespoons water 

Heat oven to 425 degrees. Grease 9-ineh 
glass pie plate with shortening or eook- 
ing spray. In medium bowl, plaee 
Bisquiek mix. Cut in butter with pastry 
blender or fork (or pulling 2 table knives 
through mixture in opposite direetions), 
until mixture looks like fine erumbs. 

Stir in water; shape into ball with hands. 
Press dough in bottom and up side of pie 
plate. 

Bake 10 to 12 minutes or until lightly 
browned; remove from oven. Cool while 
preparing eream eheese and pumpkin fill- 
ings. Reduee oven temperature to 350 
degrees.

As a wine lover, I enjoy reeeiving thought- 
ful wine gifts from my family and friends. 
From wine glasses and aeeessories to tastings 
and deeor, there are many different options 
when it eomes to wine gifts. 

Pick the perfect wine 

If you’re looking to buy wine for someone, 
ask a store employee for help. She may ask 
you a few questions in order to help you make 
the best seleetion. Wine shops get these types 
of questions year-round, so their employees 
are ready to guide eustomers and help them 
find the best gift. A eouple years ago during 
the holidays, I asked some store owners about 
this to get their feedbaek. 

“As you ean imagine, we get this ques- 
tion a lot, so we have a series of questions 
that we ask to help determine what is best,” 
Steve Smith of Dover Wine and Brew said. 
Here are some questions to keep in mind 
that staff will ask: Is the reeeiver a wine per- 
son? Does he or she like red or white wine, 
or something else that you know of? What 
is your budget? Is the reeeiver a male or 
female? (Dover Wine likes to ask this last 
question, as this ean also help guide a gift.) 

Sometimes, if you are going to a holiday 
dinner party at someone’s house or buying 
wine as a holiday swap gift, you might not 
know what someone likes. But sometimes 
you will know that the person is a wine fan in 
general, and this helps the staff suggest a less 
eommon wine. 

“Often, if the reeeiver is a wine person, we 
will try to pinpoint a wine they haven’t tried 
to give them a new experienee,” Smith said. 
“It also helps the giver feel as if their gift isn’t 
going to be eompared to the other 50 Napa 
Valley Cabernets they have in their eellar.” 

The staff at Angela’s Pasta and Cheese 
Shop in Manehester samples all of the wines 
in the store, so they ean make personal ree- 
ommendations, along with a eomplementary 
eheese pairing. 

“We try to zero in on what they like or 
are looking for,” said Bob “Buteh” Faleioni. 
“Currently, we have at least 16 wines under 
$10, but we have higher end wines too. We 
weleome the opportunity to help a eustomer 
piek just the right wine.”

Bottles for the budget-conscious wine-lover 

This week, we tried a eouple of smooth- 
drinking reds. 

The 2011 Klassen Merlot from 
Sonoma County ($16.99 from Harvest 
Market in Bedford) is a good example of a 
merlot that transeends the stereotype. This 
isn’t a big jammy red (though at least one 
of us does have fondness for a big jam- 
my merlot). This blood red wine had a bit 
more baekbone, with aromas and flavors of 
blaekberry. A drier merlot, this wine is nev- 
ertheless smooth-drinking but pairs nieely 
with dark ehoeolate treats and with a sup- 
per of spiey sausage. 

The 2012 Forenzo Pinot Noir from 
Sonoma County ($17.99 on sale, regu- 
larly prieed at $19.99) is a light briek red 
wine that had us thinking woodsy thoughts 
with its aroma. We got notes of blaekber- 
ry, eedar and a general brightness. In the 



flavor, we got plenty of the pinot mouth 
pueker with notes of sour eherry and blaek- 
berry, but this wine is nonetheless smooth 
and easy drinking. 

Each week in “Red, White & Green, ” the 
wine-lovers taste red and white wines that 
sell for not too much of the green, less than 
$20.

Aaron Goldberg, The Now (Sunnyside Records) 

If you’re looking for festive stuff 
without all the Santa Claus, there’s 
nothing like a little piano jazz, espe- 
eially when it’s done this exquisitely. 
Goldberg has played with Wynton Mar- 
salis and Joshua Redman among others, 
but his preferred solo setup is a trio, here 
with his favorite rhythm seetion ero- 
nies, drummer Eric Harland and bassist 
Reuben Rogers. There are a lot of Span- 
ish-sounding titles, but the version of 
traditional Haitian song “Yo Yo” is by 
far the most salsa-ized thing I noticed; 
most of the tracklist is a blow-for-blow 
trade-off of one dinner-piano thing followed by whatever Goldberg feels like 
stretching out on, for instance the freak-speed interplay between Goldberg and 
Harland on “Background Music” and the time-signature moves on “Francisca,” 
which reads like a scholarly mashup of different-minded bars. Deeply urban and 
very crisp-sounding, improvisational moments fitting into their assigned spaces 
with jaw-dropping dexterity.

Various Artists, A Whaling City Christmas, Volume 1 (Whaling City Sound) 

Once a CD reviewer’s collection of 
freebies reaches the point where you 
could fill a coat closet with the stuff, 
the road becomes filled with aban- 
doned intentions, such as this collection 
of original Christmas music from down 
under, meaning New Bedford, Mas- 
sachusetts.

Peter and Paul visit Concord 

Celebrating 50 years of Peter, Paul and Mary

Though Mary Travers died in 2009, 
Noel Paul Stookey and Peter Yarrow 
can still hear her when they play cer- 
tain songs, particularly “Leaving on a 
Jet Plane,” originally written by John 
Denver. 

They sang it dur- 
ing her four-hour 
memorial service at 
Riverside Church in 
New York City, and 
they’ll sing it again 
at their Dec. 12 
event at the Concord 
Community Music 
School. 

The sold-out 
event is being held 
to promote the trio’s 
commemorative 
book, Peter Paul and Mary: Fifty Years 
in Music and Life. (A waiting list is avail- 
able, and anyone who can’t get tickets 
can arrange to have a book signed.) 

“At the book signing, we’ll do ‘Jet 
Plane,’ which seems like an odd thing 
to do, primarily because it was Mary’s 


lead song, the best she was known for in 
the group,” Stookey said during a phone 
interview last week. “But then a curious 
thing happens. Mary’s voice becomes the 
audience’s voice. You can almost feel her 
presence at these book signings, and it’s 
generated by the audience singing her 
part on ‘Jet Plane.’” 

It’s been 50 years 
since Peter, Paul 
and Mary first sang 
together. Their first 
song happened in a 
grungy, fifth-floor 
East Village walk- 
up, and it was “Mary 
Had a Little Lamb.” 
As Stookey and Yar- 
row explain in the 
book, there was 
magic in the air. 

“Each time we 
switched leads, our 
voices came to life with new and wonder- 
ful textures and coloration,” an excerpt 
from the book reads. “It was undeniable: 
the magic enveloped us.” 

Their new “coffee table” book contains 
bright, dramatic, uplifting and political- 
ly charged photos, from their very early

days in the studio to their mareh in Washing- 
ton with Martin Luther King, Jr. 

The pages that aren’t plastered with pic- 
tures contain text like that above — told in 
first person, one voice that’s meant to rep- 
resent the entire group. They never did 
anything unless the entire group agreed, so 
with Travers gone, it was hard. 

“Peter and I decided that the way in which 
the text would be the most meaningful would 
be to use our own voices and combine it as 
a trio voice,” Stookey said. “We have lots 
of writing from [Travers], op-ed pieces from 
her columns in the paper, and then the com- 
mentary Peter and I could recall from living 
and working with her.” 

Readers will hear the trio’s voice along- 
side singing and protest photos from the 
1960s to present day, and references to their 
most popular songs: “If I Had a Hammer,” 
“Blowin’ in the Wind” and “Puff the Magic 
Dragon” (which, contrary to popular belief, 
is not about drugs). 

Peter, Paul and Mary also flit through the 
pages in cartoons and letters. More recent 
content includes a letter sent by President 
Barack Obama wishing good health to Trav- 
ers, who was sick at the time. Beside it are 
words of how his presidency was the fulfill- 
ment of a dream of theirs. 

But the images that caught Stookey by 
surprise were not the nationally famous 
shots, but the photos in the recording studio 
or onstage. They’re the ones that captured 
the way the three looked at and interact- 
ed with one another — the way they held 
hands before sprinting to the stage or how 
they’d laugh and interrupt one another 
mid-performance. 

“There’s a picture of us cracking up 
onstage, and it’s probably somebody inter- 
rupting somebody,” Stookey said. “There’s 
a degree of spontaneity and unpredictabili- 
ty that makes every relationship work really 
well. There’s an inherent trust.” 


The book accompanies two other big 
events for Peter, Paul and Mary: a new 
album called Discovery and a PBS special 
that’s just been released. 

They perform together now to commem- 
orate and celebrate the last 50 years, and to 
show the power folk music still has in reach- 
ing varied audiences and speaking to issues 
that affect everyone. 

“I always felt folk music is accessible 
and the kind of music that, metaphori- 
cally, is shared with a group of people in 
the same circumstance. It’s different from 
dance music in so far as it connects us on 
a level of concern, care and compassion 
rather than just physical activity,” Stook- 
ey said. “At the end of the book, you’ll see 
there’s an anecdote about Mary’s favorite 
parting words, which were ‘To be contin- 
ued.’ The book is not just a description of 
where we were, but what was the process 
that got us there.” 

Stookey and Yarrow are still musically 
active with their own personal projects — 
Yarrow is wrapped up in an anti-bullying 
organization called Operation Respect, 
while Stookey’s deep in a musical pro- 
gram about faith called One Light, Many 
Candles. A

Small Victories: 

Spotting Improbable 
Moments of Grace,, by 
Anne Lamott (River- 
head, 286 pages) 

Another holiday 
season, another lazy 
collection of essays, 
recycled, but with a 
fresh cover: easy to 
buy, easy to wrap, easy 
to forget. Anne Lamott 
did this to us last year, 
with her lackluster, 
just-in-time-for-Black- 
Friday Stitches. But 
this year’s holiday 
offering. Small Victo- 
ries, surprises with a strong package of 
essays, smartly edited, with some new 
and satisfying material. 

Small Victories does have its reruns, as 
the “new and selected pieces” disclaimer 
on the cover reveals. Repeats from previ- 
ous books include stories about scattering 
her mother’s ashes, a skiing accident, and 
an elderly friend coming to terms with 
selling her house. A scathing recap of 
a year dating men from Match.com was 
published last year by the e-zine Salon. 
But this book is more than twice the size 
of Stitches, and except for stalkers who 
read her every word when published, no 
one should feel cheated. Besides, the droll, 
wise essay “Ham of God” should proba- 
bly be included in every Lamott book. 

This book begins with an essay about 
hiking with two friends, one of whom 
is suffering from Lou Gehrig’s dis- 
ease. “The worst possible thing you can 
do when you’re down in the dumps, 
tweaking, vaporous with victimized 
self-righteousness, or bored, is to take 



a walk with dying 
friends. They will ruin 
everything for you,” 
Lamott says. In fact, 
of course, the opposite 
is true, at least among 
Lamott’s friends. This 
dying woman, Barba- 
ra, writes a blog, on 
which she posts, not 
the things which her 
disease has stolen, but 
• the things that she can 
still do. Among them: 
“Enjoy the humming- 
birds, sleep with my 
sweetie, speak out for 
people with breast 

cancer.” 

This tale, and subsequent stories that 
resurrect her late best friend, Pammy, 
prompted one interviewer to ask Lamott 
recently, “Is it my imagination, or do you 
know an awful lot of people who have 
cancer?” She does, of course, and it’s one 
of Lamott’s harsh gifts, that the world 
she inhabits is gritty and anguished and 
raw, and in her writing, she doesn’t apply 
a soothing veneer. Nor does she meekly 
accept it — Lamott shakes a fist at the 
sky regularly, but she doesn’t just chal- 
lenge God, but all people who make life 
harder than it needs to be. For many of 
us, she writes, the damage begins with 
our well-meaning parents. 

“The reality is that most of us lived 
our first decades feeling welcome only 
when certain conditions applied: we felt 
safe and embraced only when the paren- 
tal units were getting along, when we 
were on our best behavior, doing well in 
school, not causing problems, and had 


as few needs as possible. If you needed 


more from them, best of luck. 

“It also doesn’t help that the planet is 
not nearly hospitable as one might have 
hoped.” 

That’s from “The Book of Welcome” 
in which Lamott makes a case for radi- 
cal self-love, and an expansive embrace 
of a world populated with bruised people, 
who grew up eating dinner with “delu- 
sional and unhappy people, who drank, or 
should have drunk.” For Lamott, though, 
it’s terribly hard to embrace a certain sort 
of people: Republicans. 

“Your politics are abhorrent to me,” 
spat one potential suitor on Match.com, 
and there are some readers for whom 
Lamott’s peace-mongering philosophies 
— and her strident denouncement of the 
evil personified in George H.W. Bush and 
his progeny — stain not just those sen- 
tences, but her entire body of work. But 
the loss is theirs, and virtue appears to be 
in her corner. For all Lamott’s howling 
about the Right and its dastardly ways, 
she’s the one at night praying for recon- 
ciliation, for forgiveness, for mercy for 
hating a Spandex-wearing Reagan lover. 

“By the time I decided to be one of the 
ones who are heavily into forgiveness, 
it was like trying to become a marathon 
runner in middle age; everything inside 
me either recoiled, as from a hot flame, 
or laughed a little too hysterically,” she 
writes. “I tried to will myself into forgiv- 
ing various people who had harmed me 
directly or indirectly over the years — four 
former Republican presidents, three rela- 
tives, two old boyfriends and one teacher 
in a pear tree.” Write like that, and we’ll 
forgive her most anything. But it would be 
nice — just sayin’ — to have an all-origi- 
nal book turn up this time next year.

The gift of reading 

Books for toddlers to teens

If I ever want good book suggestions, I 
know I can get some from pretty much any- 
one in the Hippo office. Many 
of us are avid readers, and some 
of us have kids who are follow- 
ing suit. I asked several staff 
members who have kids rang- 
ing in age from 2 to 16 what 
their kids are reading and lov- 
ing right now, or have read and 
would recommend as gifts. 

Executive Editor Amy Diaz 
is reading the Little Blue 
Truck book series and the 
Otis books (over and over) to 
her almost- 3 -year- old daugh- 
ter. The first Little Blue Truck, written 
by Alice Schertle and illustrated by Jill 
McElmurry, came out in 2008, and the lat- 
est is Little Blue Truck Christmas, which 
came out in September and 
has Little Blue Truck deliv- 
ering Christmas trees to his 
animal friends. 

Loren Long writes and illus- 
trates her series about Otis the 
tractor; the original Otis was 
published in 2009, and the lat- 
est, Otis and the Scarecrow, 
came out in August. For a 
holiday read, there’s also last 
year’s Otis Christmas. 

Kristen Crawford, who 
works in Hippo’s print cen- 
ter, recently read one of her 
childhood favorites to her 
7-year-old son, and he loved it. My Father ^s 
Dragon by Ruth Stiles Gannett (a runner-up 
for the Newbery Medal in 1949) is about a 
boy named Elmer Elevator who runs away 
and rescues a baby dragon. It’s the first book 
of a trilogy, and a 50th anni- 
versary edition of Three Tales 
of My Father ^s Dragon was 
published in 1997. The book is 
recommended for ages 4 to 8. 

My 9-year-old son (and 
my 6-year-old daughter, who 
wants to read everything her 
big brother is reading) has 
been into anything Poke- 
mon this year, both the anime 
books and the guidebooks. 

In other video game-related 
books, both kids have been 
into the Minecraft handbooks, 
which supposedly give them hints when 
they play it on the Kindle. The books are a 


little over my daughter’s head (the suggest- 
ed age range is 8 to 12), but she insisted on 
getting one at her school’s book fair, and 
between the two of them they have three 
of the four books that come in the recent- 
ly released Minecraft: The 
Complete Handbook Col- 
lection. It includes the 
Essential Handbook, Red- 
stone Handbook, Combat 
Handbook and Construction 
Handbook. 

My son also used this year 
to catch up on the Captain 
Underpants series, which 
he’d never been interested in 
before. He reads the funniest 
parts (namely the ones that 
involve farting or burping) to 
his sister, and the two of them 
crack up. The latest in Dav Pilkey’s series 
is Captain Underpants and the Tyrannical 
Retaliation of the Turbo Toilet 2000, which 
came out in August. The series is recom- 
mended for ages 7 to 10. 

My daughter recently dis- 
covered the Junie B, Jones 
series, which is still going 
strong more than 20 years 
after the Barbara Park’s first 
Junie B. book, Junie B, 
Jones and the Stupid Smelly 
Bus, was published. She 
can read these short-chapter 
books on her own (though it’s 
slow going), and I have real- 
ly enjoyed reading them out 
loud too. Some reviews on 
Amazon criticize the books 
because of Junie B.’s poor 
grammar and because she 
uses words like “stupid.” She’s the narrator, 
and she’s in kindergarten. It’s fun. Once you 
get through the original series, there’s also a 
Junie B, First Grader series. All books are 
recommended for ages 6 to 9. 

Hippo account exec- 
utive Roxanne Macaig’s 
14-year-old son suggests the 
Divergent series by Veron- 
ica Roth. The first novel in 
the dystopian trilogy. Diver- 
gent, was published in 2011 
and was made into a movie 
starring Shailene Woodley 
last year, and the next book 
in the series, Jnsurgent, will 
hit theaters in March. Until 
then, unacquainted read- 
ers in grades 9 and up can 
catch up on the series with 
the Divergent Series Box Set, which was 
released in paperback this year and includes

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A talented, arrogant band leader 
mentors a talented, arrogant young 
jazz drummer in Whiplash^ a smart 
movie about music and trying. 

Andrew (Miles Teller) is a shy kid who 
doesn’t have many friends at the musie 
sehool where he goes to eollege. His only 
soeial engagement appears to be regular trips 
to movies with his dad (Paul Reiser), where 
he makes eyes but not mueh in the way of 
eonversation with Nieole (Melissa Benoist), 
the girl behind the eoneessions eounter. His 
only real interest appears to be drumming; 
he is driven to be one of the greats, listening 
to Buddy Rieh over and over when he isn’t 
practieing drums himself It’s during one 
sueh praetiee that Fleteher (J.K. Simmons) 
stops by to listen to him. Fleteher is the eon- 
duetor of the sehool’s best jazz band, a seat in 
whieh is a highly eoveted aehievement by all 
the sehool’s students. Fleteher at first seems 
unimpressed with Andrew but later pieks him 
to be an alternate drummer in his band. 

Andrew is delighted — so mueh so that he 
has the eonfidenee to finally talk to and ask 
out Nieole — but perhaps his first moments 
in the elassroom, where the other student 
band members snap to attention when Fleteh- 
er arrives, should elue him in that this will be 
no relaxing jam session. Fleteher is a perfee- 
tionist who, we quiekly diseover, attempts to 
aehieve perfeetion through a steady stream of 
abuse and humiliation. By the end of his first 
day, Andrew is redueed to tears by Fleteher’s 


eritique of his inability to keep proper time. 
But the publie berating lights a fire under 
Andrew, who praetiees until his fingers bleed. 
When the opportunity to show his improved 
abilities eomes, Andrew takes the stieks and 
does a eommendable job. 

He is, briefly, eestatie and then arrogant 
about his elevated position in the band. Fleteh- 
er, of eourse, does not let that stand. He brings 
on yet another alternate dmmmer, eventually 
pitting the three drummers against eaeh other 
in a grueling audition for an upeoming show. 

First figuratively and then literally. Whip- 
lash narrows its vision to Andrew versus 
Fleteher — although it isn’t always “versus” 
exaetly. Neither is a partieularly likeable per- 


son — eaeh has an unshakeable belief in his 
own greatness that, while perhaps not ineor- 
reet, does not ereate a personality that is 
good at fi*iendship or general human empa- 
thy. As mueh as Andrew is tormented by 
Fleteher, Andrew also wants to please him. 
Whiplash makes a pretty good argument that 
“genius” or “greatness” is a small pereentage 
natural talent and affinity but mostly prae- 
tiee — grueling, all-eneompassing, literally 
blood-soaked praetiee. Andrew, who is fair- 
ly eertain of his greatness, is also aeeepting of 
this kind of extreme dedieation. He admires 
Fleteher for requiring this level of eom- 
mitment even as he beeomes, at one point, 
violently fmstrated by Fleteher’s unwilling- 


ness to aeknowledge the work he puts in. 

The elash between these two men is riv- 
eting to wateh. Simmons is equally adept at 
playing niee guys (the mild psyehiatrist on 
Law & Order, the understanding dad mJuno), 
loud guys (Jameson in the early aughts Spi- 
der-Man movies, a poliee muekety muek on 
The Closer) and villains (most famously, of 
eourse, white supremaeist Sehillinger fi-om 
Oz). Here, he eonvineingly mixes all those 
personalities, frequently making you wonder 
whieh is the eon and whieh is the real Fleteh- 
er. Teller, who is always able to give an extra 
something to even supporting eharaeters, is 
also faseinating to wateh. He gives Andrew a 
niee balanee of emotions and lets us feel sor- 
ry for him and want to eheer him on even as 
we ean also see him being arrogantly naive 
and a little snot who deserves the oeeasion- 
al humbling. 

The movie ends with an extended final 
seene that is eompletely riveting, edge-of- 
your-seat stuff — possibly the most perfeet 
end note I’ve seen in a movie in a long time. 
By itself, the seene eaptures what is great 
about the eentral performanees and what is 
great about the movie overall — a blend of 
dark humor, gritty obsession with perfeetion 
and the drive of two flawed but faseinating 
people. A

A single mother and her son are tor- 
mented by a creature from a creepy 
story book in this smart horror movie, 
which also is in theaters now. 

Amelia (Essie Davis) and her son Samuel 
(Noah Wiseman) already have it rough. 
On the way to the hospital to have Samuel, 
Amelia and her husband Oskar (Benjamin 
Winspear) were in a ear aeeident whieh 
killed Oskar and left Amelia, a new mother, 
alone. Now, some six years later, Amelia 
seems to be barely hanging on. She awakens 
from a nightmare about the erash only to 
find Samuel in her room dealing with his 
own fears — their middle-of-the-night ritual 
seems to involve her eheeking under the bed 
and all elosets before he winds up in her bed, 
kieking and elbowing the sleep-deprived 
Amelia. His fears get even worse after they 
find a book ealled Mr. Babadook on the 
shelf What at first seems like a ehildren’s 


story quiekly gets so menaeing that Amelia 
refuses to finish it. Samuel remains seared 
of Mr. Babadook anyway — seared and 
eonvineed he’s trying to get in their house. 
As the sleepless nights wear on, Amelia 
starts to wonder if something really is lurking 
in the shadows and we start to wonder if the 
pressure of being a single working mom to 
a highly anxious ehild (who has just been 
kieked out of sehool for diseipline problems) 
has finally eaused Amelia to break. 

In some ways. The Babadook is a very 
straightforward horror tale — something scary 
is noticed by the child but not 
the adults, who dismisses 
the escalating trouble as 
behavioral problems until it 
starts to affect them as well. 

But The Babadook, which is 
an Australian film, is smart 
about how it unfolds its 
mystery. And Davis is very 
good at playing Amelia as 
a woman who is both being 
driven mad by whatever the 
thing is that is scaring her son 
and already at the breaking 
point due to the loneliness 
and exhaustion caused by 
her home life. While still very much about 
the supernatural, the movie is also a good 
study of the extremes of parenthood — 
extreme fmstration, extreme love, extreme 
protectiveness, extreme exertion. B

The third-to-last credit on Robin 
Williams’ IMDB page is this holiday 
comedy, which apparently received 
some kind of release in November. 

Williams is Virgil Mitchler, 
the dmnken father whom 
Boyd (Joel McHale) is 
desperately trying not to be. 
One of Boyd’s formative 
memories is of Virgil on 
Christmas Eve explaining 
that the world is a horrible 
place and there is no Santa 
Claus. Boyd wants his young 
son Douglas (Pierce Gagnon) 
to hold on to the magic as 
long as possible. So when 
contrivance requires Boyd 
and family — his wife Luann 
(Lauren Graham) and kids 
Douglas and Vera (Bebe Wood, who was the 
adorable Shania on The New Normal) — to 
spend the holiday at his parents’ house, he is 
determined to keep the Santa tradition alive. 
Unfortunately, the one thing he forgot when 


packing the family car for the four-hour trip 
fi-om Boyd’s Chicago suburb to Virgil’s 
Wisconsin home is Douglas’ gift from Santa. 
Thus does fate conspire to put Virgil and 
Boyd in a car together for the eight-hour, 
Christmas-Eve-night car trip. 

I picked this movie for the same reason a 
lot of people who run into it on OnDemand 
might pick it — the cast. In addition to 
Williams, McHale and Graham there’s 
Clark Duke (of Greek and The Office and, 
apparently, Two and a Half Men), Oliver 
Platt, Wendi McLendon-Covey and Candice 
Bergen. This movie did an excellent job at 
casting — and a terrible job at everything 
else. There’s a bit of suspension of disbeliel 
required for most holiday family movies 
— the bus breaks down again? the crazy 
girlfriend said what? — but A Merry Friggin 
Christmas is nothing but the kind of tortured 
plot contrivance that strains your ability to 
stay engaged. Normal people wouldn’t make 
pretty much any of the decisions characters 
make here and the real comedy of this kind 
of movie comes from taking the germ of a 
believable thing and exaggerating. Then 
there’s the stilted dialogue, which somehow 
works against the natural comic abilities of 
the cast. This cast should be able to make a 
live reading of a take-out menu funny, but the 
jokes here fall like thuds. 

A Merry Friggin ' Christmas seems like it 
should be the perfect dark but not too dark 
holiday comedy, but steer clear. D

THE SKELETON 
TWINS (R) 

Though mostly known for com- 
ic performances, Kristen Wiig and 
Bill Hader go dramatic in this movie, 
which hit theaters in September and 
is now available for purchase. 

Twins Milo (Hader) and Maggie (Wiig) 
haven’t talked in 10 years but reeonneet on 
a day that’s elearly a life low-point for both 
of them — Milo slits his wrists and Maggie 
is eontemplating a fistful of pills when she 
gets the eall from the hospital 
about Milo’s eondition. She 
flies out to Los Angeles and 
brings him home with her 
to upstate New York, to the 
siblings’ hometown where 
she lives with her husband, 

Lanee (Luke Wilson). While 
Maggie, with her husband, 
job and house, would 
seem to be in a better life 
eireumstanee than Milo (a 
lonely aetor/waiter who is 
more waiter than aetor), 
she is equally adrift. While 
Lanee eagerly announees to 
Milo that they’re trying to 
get pregnant, Maggie is still taking birth 
eontrol pills and making eyes at her seuba 
instruetor. 

The film has a very You Can Count on Me 
vibe — though in this ease they’re both the 
Mark Ruffalo eharaeters, both unsure what 
they want out of life and both still feeling 
the efieets of their father’s death by suieide 
when they were 14. This is not the happiest 
movie you’ll ever wateh — its humor is 
deeidedly dark — but it has a sweet-tart 
eharm, partieularly in seenes where Wiig and 
Hader are alone together. Their eharaeters 
are their least guarded around eaeh other 
and the aetors have the exaet right kind of 
ehemistry to make these parts — estranged 
but still very elose siblings — believable. B +

Aubrey Plaza, best known as the 
very Daria-esque April on Parks & Rec- 
reation, is the perfect oblivious zombie 
in this fun little horror-flavored come- 
dy, which was released in August. 

Zaeh (Dane DeHaan, Harry Osborn in the 
most reeent Spider-man fi*anehise and a dead 
ringer for Whats Eating Gilbert Grape? -QXdi 
Leonardo DiCaprio) is mourning the loss of 
his girlfiiend, Beth (Plaza), who died from a 
snake bite while on a hike. Or did she? After 
spending some time with her grief-strieken 
parents Maury (John C. Reilly) and Geenie 
(Molly Shannon), Zaeh suddenly ean’t get 
them to open the door for him or return 
his ealls. And, while peering through the 


windows of her house, Zaeh even eatehes a 
glimpse of what he thinks is Beth. Foreing his 
way into the house, Zaeh learns the tmth — 
Beth is baek. She has no memory of dying, 
or it appears of the days before her death, 
days when she and Zaeh had been having 
relationship problems. She is just happy to 
be at home with her parents, happy to see 
Zaeh again, happy to hang out in the attie and 
very happy whenever she hears any soft jazz. 
Maury and Geenie say their daughter has 
been resurreeted. But Zaeh thinks that her 
surprising physieal strength and her sudden 
need to fill her attie hangout with dirt points 
to zombie. 

Life After Beth is a cute, quirky take on, 
well, not a romantic comedy but a break- 
up comedy. We learn that Beth was the 
one looking to break up with Zaeh. At first, 
Zaeh is just so happy to 
have Beth back that he sets 
both relationship worries 
and concerns that she might 
want to eat his flesh aside. 
But as she becomes more 
zombie-like, he starts to see 
the flaws in their relationship. 
A meeting with family friend 
Erica (Anna Kendrick) even 
has him thinking that maybe 
it is time for him to see other, 
living people. Zach’s journey 
— from not wanting to let 
Beth go to being able to move 
on — is actually a sweet 
take on the stages of post- 
relationship grief Comedy fi-om a strong 
supporting cast (which also includes Paul 
Reiser, Cheryl Hines and Adam Pally) gives a 
nice balance to the romance and zombies. B-

Anna Kendrick also appears in 
this indie take on a family-together- 
at-Christmas tale, which also stars 
Melanie Lynskey and Lena Dunham 
and which opened in July. 

In some respects, not much actually 
happens in Happy Christmas. It’s the holiday 
season and Jenny (Kendrick), who has 
recently broken up with her boyfiiend, moves 
in with her brother, Jeff (Joe Swanberg, who 
also wrote and directed the film), his wife 
Kelly (Lynskey) and their young son Jude 
(Jude Swanberg). Though they’re not so 
different in age, the younger Jenny is still in 
her young adulthood — partying, not a lot of 
responsibilities — while Jeff has some kind 
of successful film career and Kelly is a stay- 
at-home mom. The “action” of the movie is 
the differences and clashes between these 
two cultures. 

In the Hollywood version of this movie, 
there would be more extremes between the 
suburban Kelly and the partying Jenny. Here, 
though, the women share nice moments and 
bring out good qualities even though Kelly 
still eyes Jenny as a potential upset to her 
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fragile hold on her ehaotie, baby-eentered life. 

I really like Happy Christmas. It feels like a 
throwbaek to the kind of talk-eentrie, natural- 
lighting indie movies of the late 1990s and 
early 2000s. There’s an easygoing quality 
about it that makes it very relaxing while its 
eharaeters are engaging and nieely human. If 
the words “family Christmas eomedy” make 
you eringe, Happy Christmas, with its low- 
key vibe and solid performanees, might be 
your kind of movie. B+

QBMmS CHILD (R) 

Though it’s been labeled the ^^abor- 
tion comedy” or sometimes even 
^^abortion rom-com,” there is a lot 
more than that to Obvious Child^ 
which was released in theaters back 
in June. 

Donna (Jenny Slate) is a stand-up 
eomedian whose life is at something of a 
erossroads. Her boyfriend leaves her for 
one of her best friends, and her day job at a 
bookstore is about to eome to an end as the 
store goes out of business. In a wreeked state, 
after an awkward dmnken performanee, 
Donna meets Max (Jake Laey, probably best 
known as a late-series addition to The Office). 
She and Max have a few drinks, go home 
together, roek out to Paul Simon’s “Obvious 
Child” and end up in bed. As she later 
deseribes to friend Nellie (Gaby Hofifrnann), 
she vaguely remembers the presenee of a 
eondom that night but not what it did. About 
three weeks later, it’s pretty 
elear what it didn’t do, as 
Donna finds herself pregnant. 

Obvious Child deals with 
Donna’s situation — an 
unwanted pregnaney but also 
her professional instability 
and her I’m-an-adult-but- 
not-quite-an-adult sense of 
adriftness — with remarkable 
nuanee and kindness. By the 
time the movie ends, Donna 
isn’t in a new eareer or married 
or otherwise in dramatieally 
different eireumstanees than 
when the movie starts. But 
there is a sense that she makes 
ehoiees and thinks about her 
life in a way that pushes her into some new 
life phase, somewhere eloser to adulthood. 
It’s as mueh a “eoming of age” movie as it is 
an “abortion eomedy” — though, yeah, there 
is plenty of shmashmortion talk, again in a 
very thoughtful and kind way. Often, there’s 
an aftersehool speeial quality to abortion 
diseussion in movies, with eharaeters feeling 
like they’re reading from opposing viewpoint 
pamphlets. Here, it’s diseussed the way real 
people diseuss things — with a blend of 
personal feelings and matter-of-faet “here is 
my situation” honesty. 

Obvious Child is the smarter, more 
realistie and more honestly funny version 
of the Knocked t^-style one-night-stand- 
produees-pregnaney story. It is also an 
exeellent showease for Jenny Slate, who 
radiates genuineness in a way that makes 


even her zanier moments feel authentie. A

BELLE (PG) 

Justice and morality mix with an 
almost Jane Austen-like courting 
drama in this based-on-a-true-story 
romance-flavored history, which got 
a late spring, early summer release. 

The daughter of an aristoerat (Matthew 
Goode, who is sueh fun, even in his small role 
here) and a former slave. Dido Elizabeth Belle 
(Gugu Mbatha-Raw) grows up on the large 
eountry estate of Lord (Tom Wilkinson) and 
Lady (Emily Watson) Mansfield, her great- 
unele and -aunt. Her ehildhood and young- 
womanhood appears to be a happy one, 
partieularly sinee she has a eonstant playmate 
and eompanion in Elizabeth Murray (Sarah 
Gadon), another Mansfield nieee of about 
the same age. The two play together, giggle 
about the prospeet of meeting boys together 
but ean’t eat together when eompany eomes. 
Dido ean hang out with the family in the 
drawing room after dinner but the mles, mles 
Lord Mansfield takes very seriously, make 
her appearanee at dinner impossible. 

Her status eauses Belle an understandable 
amount of angst — too high in rank to eat 
with the servants but (beeause of raee and 
illegitimaey) not quite “good enough.” When 
she reeeives a large inheritanee from her 
father. Belle’s situation gets even odder. Her 
money makes her an heiress — an attraetive 
quality to a man from a good family. But her 
raee is an obstaele that the 
Mansfields feel men from the 
right families ean’t overeome 
— and for Belle to preserve 
her (and the family’s) status 
she ean only marry a man 
from a good family. 

As Dido and Elizabeth 
attempt to navigate their 
marriage options. Lord 
Mansfield, who is Lord Chief 
Justiee, is eonsidering the 
ease of the Zong, a slave ship 
where hundreds of slaves 
were murdered by the erew. 
Mansfield’s young protegee, 
John Davinier (Sam Reid), 
is both ambitious and abolition-minded and 
hoping to persuade Mansfield to rule in a way 
that is in opposition to the most slave traders 
— a eonstitueney that is hugely important to 
the eeonomy of the empire. 

If you loved the wheeling-and-dealing, 
legislation-passing parts of Lincoln (or, as I 
think of them, the best parts of Lincoln) and 
the first season “what will beeome of Lady 
Mary” plotline on Downton Abbey, this movie 
is your jam. I am a sueker both for big moral 
issues deeided via legal maneuverings and 
people looking for love while wearing period 
eostumes. Mbatha-Raw is not just a lovely 
heroine, she’s believable — her moxie fits 
with the person the movie erafts her eharaeter 
to be and doesn’t feel like an anaehronism. A

A rare treat awaits blues-roek fans when Tin- 
sley Ellis and Mike Zito trade licks on Dec. 13 
at Tupelo Music Hall, one of four dates dubbed 
the Soul and Soul Tour. Both have long and 
lauded solo careers, but they’ve kicked around 
the idea of sharing a stage for years. Joined by a 
drums/bass rhythm section, the show will mix 
songs from each guitarist’s catalog. 

An old-school mood will prevail, Zito said 
in a recent phone interview. 

“We both want to play guitar together in 
the sprit of John MayalTs Bluesbreakers or 
Fleetwood Mac” — the vintage extant when 
Stevie Nicks was still in college. ‘T’ve always 
been a fan of Tinsley. ... It will be fun, loose 
and I’ll try and steal some of his licks.” 

It’s a relaxing change of pace for Zito, who 
just finished a five-week tour of Europe that 
stopped everywhere from London and Par- 
is to the Czech Republic. He was drumming 
up support for a CD/DVD set released last 
month. 

Recorded last January in front of a rau- 
cous Texas crowd, Mike Zito and The Wheel: 
Songs From the Road serves as both a ret- 
rospective and an introduction to fans that 
discovered him during his time with Royal 
Southern Brotherhood. He spent four years 
with the band, which included Cyril Neville, 
Devon Allman, Charlie Wooton and Yonrico 
Scott. 

Zito left the supergroup with good memo- 
ries but is glad to be back doing his own thing. 

‘T had never been in a band where other 
people were involved and making choices,” 
he said. ‘T joined because it was fun, to make 
some records with these guys that are friends.

but not to get off path.” 

He found that he missed performing his 
own music. 

“It seems weird to play all these songs for 
a large period of your life and then not play 
them for a couple of years,” Zito said. “So 
I knew I had to get back to it. The best part 
about the Brotherhood is it turned me on to a 
lot of people.” 

The live set follows 2013’s Gone to Tex- 
as, a heartfelt paean to the state that Zito 
claims “saved my life” after a long stretch 
of addiction and despair. The studio disc was 
also the debut of his new band — Delbert 
McClinton’s former keyboard player Lewis 
Stephens, Scott Sutherland on drums, bassist 
Rob Lee (Tommy Castro) and Jimmy Car- 
penter on sax. 

Both records are fiery affairs, and the 
group’s quick chemistry is no accident. Zito 
met Carpenter early in his career, and Lee’s 
been his drummer for six years. 

“I just saw these guys and thought they 
should all play together,” he said. “We’re 
gonna do another studio album . . . this is the 
long haul. One thing about the Brotherhood, 
it inspired me to have my own band and my 
own sound.” 

He’s quite excited for the detour with 
Ellis, though, and about returning to New 
Hampshire. 

“I love Tupelo, what a great room,” he said. 
“All these great crazy Italian people from 
Boston get up front and holler, it’s like the 
Zito family party.” 

For the energetic Zito, it’s all about cutting 
loose and having a good time. 

“With the Brotherhood we had this thing 
that we did,” he said. “This is more in the 
blues guitar vein. ... We get to play guitar 
together and have a good time the way that 
those classic late ‘60s kind of blues jam bands 
did, and who knows what’s going to happen? 
Tinsley is a master, and I think if people are 
into blues and good guitar playing, man, this 
is going to be a fun show.” M

Kansas lawyer Dennis Hawver was dis- 
barred in November for his eomieally bad 
(24 separate defieieneies) defense of dou- 
ble-murder suspeet Phillip Cheatham in 
2005 (whieh led to a new trial for Cheath- 
am). Hawver had admitted to the jury that 
his elient was a “shooter of people” (a pre- 
vious manslaughter eonvietion) who, as an 
“experienee(d)” eriminal would never have 
left that third vietim alive with multiple 
gunshot wounds. A eonfident Hawver had 
virtually invited the jury to exeeute “whoev- 
er” the killer was. (At a September hearing 
to keep his lieense, he dressed as Thomas 
Jefferson, banging the leetem and shouting, 
as reverse psychology, “I am incompe- 
tent!” leading the blog Lowering the Bar to 
muse that by then, the argument was whol- 
ly unnecessary.) Cheatham told the Topeka 
Capital-Journal that Hawver is “a good dude 
(but) just in over his head.” 

Names in the news 

Arrested in October for burglary of a 
Kohl’s department store in Alhambra, Cal- 
ifornia: Ms. Josephine Crook, 49. Passed 
away on Oct. 15 in Marietta, Georgia: Ms. 
Ida Gbye, 81. Arrested in October and 
charged with stabbing two men in Regi- 
na, Saskatchewan: Ms. Danielle Knife, 24. 
Charged in Mississauga, Ontario, in October 
with sexually assaulting three male patients: 
psychologist Dr. Vincent Hung Lo. Arrested 
in November in Gainesville, Florida, on sex- 
ual assault charges but then exonerated three 
days later when accuser Jeremy Foster was 
caught lying: Mr. Phuc Kieu, 58. 

The continuing crisis 

• To spark interest in the new leisure cen- 
ter opening in spring 2015 in Selby in North 
Yorkshire, England, the management com- 
pany WLCT sponsored a contest to name 
the center, with the prize a year’s free mem- 
bership. On Nov. 5, General Manager Paul 
Hirst announced that Steve Wadsworth was 
the winner, proclaiming, “Well done to Steve 
on winning the competition.” The winning 
entry: “Selby Leisure Centre.” 

• A German woman who identifies her- 
self only as “Anna Konda” described to 
Vice Media in October her Female Fight 
Club in Berlin, now three years old, 
for women to test themselves in all-out 
wrestling matches. Some display no par- 
ticular sexuality like Anna herself, who, 
she admits, simply likes to “crush” men’s 
and women’s skulls between her massive 
thighs. Anna says she is a product of East 
Germany’s cliched development of tough, 
muscular female athletes. 

Questionable judgments 

• In October, a mother charged that offi- 
cials at E.R. Dickson School in Mobile, 


Alabama, first detained her daughter, 5, 
for pointing a crayon at another student as 
if it were a gun, and then pressured the girl 
to sign a paper promising not to kill any- 
one or commit suicide. “What is suicide. 
Mommy?” the girl asked when her parents 
arrived. 

• The West Briton newspaper reported in 
October that a darts team composed of blind 
men was ready for its inaugural match at an 
inn in Grampound, England, sponsored by 
the St. Austell Bay Rotary Club. The inn’s 
landlord acknowledged that the game-room 
door would be closed “just in case” a dart 
strays off course. (The blind darters would 
be aided by string attached to the bull’s eye 
that they could feel for guidance.) 

Police report 

Twice in September, police in North 
Kingstown, Rhode Island, reported that 
women had complained of a motorist who 
would stop female strangers on the street 
to tell them jokes about blond women. The 
jokes were not sexual but still made the 
women “uncomfortable.” A high school girl 
told her mother of a similar episode. Based 
on a license plate number, police visited the 
man at home, and he agreed to stop. 

Perspective 

Despite a 70-year-old U.S. Supreme 
Court decision to the contrary, six states still 
have laws exempting parents from homicide 
charges when they deny a child life-saving 
medical care because they trust no reme- 
dy except prayer. Even among those states, 
all of the deaths since 1994 under those cir- 
cumstances have occurred in Idaho, where 
(according to a November report by Voca- 


tiv.com) no prosecutor seems willing to put 
a trust-in-God parent before a jury. Children 
in Idaho have died when simple medical 
treatments were available (e.g., insulin and 
fluids for Type I diabetes). Neighboring Ore- 
gon, by contrast, now vigorously prosecutes 
parents who let their children die, includ- 
ing a 13 -year-old girl’s parents convicted in 
November in Albany, Oregon. 

Least competent criminals 

Police in Murfreesboro, North Carolina, 
announced in November that they had inter- 
cepted a shipment of 30 pounds of marijuana 
that had been loosely packaged and shipped 
from California by U.S. Mail, and an investi- 
gation was underway with arrests expected. 
Police Chief Darrell Rowe told WTKR-TV 
that the scent of the packages was so viv- 
id that, even though he had summoned the 
department’s K-9 unit, “the dog kind of 
looked at us (as if to say), ‘Do you really 
need me for this?”’ 

Recurring themes 

• Most recent drunk driver to hit a pedes- 
trian with the victim’s body then lodging in 
the windshield and the driver’s traveling on, 
seemingly oblivious: Marcos Ortega, 33, in 
Ocean Township, New Jersey, in November 
(whose 66-year-old victim did not survive). 

• Most recent report of birds in the wild 
consuming fermenting berries and then 
comically crashing into trees and making 
goofy- looking landings: Bohemian wax- 
wings in Canada’s Yukon, in November 
(where the Environment Yukon organization 
set up an “avian drunk tank”).
